here late today as the result of a 
detective story magazine picture. 

The 43-year-old house painter 
was arrested at his home here 
where he was living with his wife 
who he married about a year ago 
under the name of Sam Shaw. 
Police officers were taken to the 
home by a door-to-door salesman, 
who knew him as Shaw and recog- 
nized the picture in a story pub- 
lished in the magazine. Aiken 
readily admitted h's identity and 
signed a waiver of extradition. 

Alken resolutely refused to talk 
to newspapermen and appeared 
incensed when they approach- 
ed him. ;

In a message to the department of 
state accompanying a digest of the 
Japanese reply Forbes said Foreign 
Minister Yoshizawa told him Japan 
will be glad to consider further pro- 
posals from the powers which are en- 
deavoring to bring about peace in 
Shanghai. 

Secretary Stimson will not formu- 
late a reply to Japan tonight, and 
possibly not even tomorrow, as it will ' 
be necessary for him to confer with 
other interested powers and make a 
thorough analysis of the digest of the 
Japanese reply before preparing any 
counter-proposals,

This is that Japan cannot agree to 
discontinue preparations to defend its 
forces in Shanghai and will not con- 
sent to have the Manchurian ques- 
tion linked with the Shanghai situa- 
tion for the purposes of negotiations.

Heavy guns churned the ruins of 
the Chapei section of Shanghai to- 
day in a desperate Japanese attempt 
to clear out its Chinese defenders as 
seven more United States destroy- 
ers steamed into the harbor from 
Manila to protect American de- 
fenses. 

In far-off Manchuria, Japanese 
troops occupied Harbin after rout- 
ing Chinese forces under Ting Chao, 
leader hostile to Japan, in a smash- 
ing artillery and infantry battle, 
giving the Japanese full sway in the 
Chinese territory. 

Japanese shells fel] around the 
Harbin headquarters of the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway, where Chi- 
nese had planted field guns in what 
Japanese opined to be an attempt to 
e il Japan with soviet Russia. 
Soviet officials .of the road, jointly 
owned by Russia and China, held an 
emergency meeting. 

The Chinese brought down a Jap- 
anese plane straffing the Chapei sec- 
tion. The plane burst into flames 
as it fell. Chinese planes. 18 in 
number, left Nanking for Shanghai 
and were reported engaging the 
Japanese bombing planes west of 
the city. 

Japanese planes were flying low, 
spraying the Chinese defenders with 
machine gun bullets ahd dropping 
bombs.

FIRE AGAIN MENACE 
FOR FOREIGN AREA 


Division of 11,000 Soldiers 
Will Replace 5,000 Japa- 
nese Marines and Sail- 
ors in Battle Region.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 5.—(Friday)— 
Seven United States destroyers steam- 
ed into Shanghai harbor today to 
hear guns of China and Japan roar- 
ing in the biggest battle yet for mas- 
tery of the devastated -city. 

Judging from the thunder of the 
guns, the Japanese were using six- 
inch projectiles in their effort to blast 
stubborn Chinese defenders out of the 
burning ruins of Chapei and strong- 
holds along the Shanghai-Woosung 
front. 

Under rolling masses of red brown 
smoke from scores of fires in the 
northern area of the city the Japanese 


pierced Chinese lines and drove their 
wedge ahead only to be’ pushed back 
by a withering Chinese fire. 

The lines of the two forces appear- 
ed unchanged as the fighting contin- 
ued with heavy losses on both sides. 

The Japanese lost no time aftér 
day broke to launch agew their ter- 
rifie attack: Mac “gunners and 
artillery forces,already active ahead 
of the Japanese bombi lanes, cone 
— sent screaming shells and rat- 
tling bullets through the air to burst 
and splatter in the Chapei battle- 
ground, 

The smoke and pillars of dust rais- 
ed by high explosives falling all day 
yesterday and all night thickened the 
pall over the Chinese forces already 
heavy with low-hanging storm clouds. 

The American destroyers, arriving 
from Manila, began taking up posi- 
tions in various parts of Shanghai 
harbor. They are the Smith Thomp- 
son, Whipple, Pope, Barker, Peary, 
John W. Edwards and John D. Ford. 

The British cruiser Kent arrived 
shortly afterward, bringing Admiral 
Sir W H. Kelly, commander of 
the British squadron in China. 

The Kent came from Hongkong with 
a battery of British artillery aboard. 

The new artillery assault followed 
two major bombardments yesterday 
which left the Chinese holding fast 
to their holes in the ground. 

The heavy shelling started 40 min- 
utes after midnight. Shells exploded 
at the rate of one a minute, rattling 
the doors and windows of houses three 
miles away. 

After an hour the heavy guns 
ceased firing, but three-inch pieces 
and machine guns were kept in action, 
At 3:15 a.m., quiet descended on the 
battlefield.

Governor 
Eugene Meyer, of the federal reserve 
board, who is also a director of the 
finance corporation, was called in to 
participate in the conference. 

After leaving the corporation, the 
congressional committee called at the 
offices of the federal farm board and 
engaged in a further conference with 
Chairman James C. Stone. 

Neither Geenral Dawes nor Gov- 
ernor Meyer was able to give a defi- 
nite commitment to the proposals dis- 
cussed, but both agreed to take the 
matter under consideration and see 
if some plan cannot be worked out for 
the improvement of present price lev- 
els. It is understood that the sub- 
sequent conference with Chairman 
Stone was arranged at the suggestion 
of General Dawes, who wanted of- 
ficials of the latter agency to be in- 
formed on the situation. 

Senator Bailey, who suggested the 
conference, said tonight he and his 
Associates would press the matter 
further and would probably see of- 
ficials of the corporation again at an 
early date. Both he and Senator 
Smith, along with other members 
from the south generally, are hopeful

FORSYTH, Ga., Feb. 4.—(%)— 
Representative Samuel Rutherford, 
who dropped dead in Washington to- 
day, represented the sixth Georgia 
distriet, which had been merged with 
the tenth and twelfth Georgia dis- 
tricts under a reapportionment made 
necessary by the 1930 census, 

Representative Carl: Vinson, of 
Milledgeville, chairman of the house 
naval affairs committee, represents 
the tenth district, and Representative 
W. W. Larsen, of Dublin, the twelfth 
district. 

Mr. Rutherford and Mr, Vinson 
were to run against each other for 
election from the new enlarged dis- 
trict—the sixth. Mr. Larsen an- 
nounced he would not be a candidate} 
for re-election, but would seek the 
judgeship of the superior court cir- 
cuit now held by R. Earl’ Camp, who 
is a candidate for congress from the 
sixth district. 

Mr. Rutherford had been active in 
politics in Georgia for many years. 
A graduate of ashington and Lee 
University and the University of Geor- 
gia, he began practicing law iff 1894 
in Forsyth. He served this city as 
mayor for three terms, became a mem- 
ber of the state house of representa- 
tives from Monroe county, and served 
in this office several terms. He was 
a former solicitor of the city court of 
Forsyth and later a state senator 
from the 22d Georgia district. He 
went to congress as representative of 
the sixth district and began serving 
March 4, 1925. 


GOVERNOR WITHHOLDS 
DECISION ON ELECTION | 


There will be no decision on the 
date of a special election to name a 
successor for Congressman Samuel 
Rutherford until Governor Russell 
can confer with the democratic execu- 
tive committee of the old sixth dis- 
trict, which Mr. Rutherford repre- 
sented, the governor said today. 

The date, he said, will depend on 
whether the committee desires to hold 
a primary prior to the general elec- 
tion to name the new congressman. 

Reviving of the old sixth district 
committee igs expected to make more 
complicated the already snarled politi- 
cal situation in the new sixth district, 
created last year when Georgia lost 
two congressmen, 

Governor Russell said the congress- 
man to be named in the special elec- 
tion will serve only until the new 
congress comes into being. e new 
representative will come from the new 
sixth, which takes in parts of other 
districts. 

Only voters of Bibb, Butts, Clayton, 
Crawford, Fayette, Henry, Jasper, 
Jones, Lamar, Monroe, Pike, Spald- 
ing and Upson counties, the old sixth, 
will vote in the special election. 


Georgia law requires the general 
election to be called within 30 days 
after the governor receives official no- 
tice of a vacancy from the clerk of 
the house. Governor Russell expects 
such notice tomorrow. 


If no primary is desired by the ex- 
ecutive committee, the governor said, 
the election will be held earlier than 
if a primary is called.

a man named John Lang who was 
killed in a mystery murder about two 
years ago at Lufkin, Texas.

It was on the night of August 21 
1930, that Sam F. Aiken, condemned 
double slayer and Fred D. Fair, like- 
wise condemned slayer of a _ police- 
man, J. E. McDaniel, engineered and 
effected one of the most sensational 
jail breaks in Georgia’s history. 
With another prisoner, Bryce Gaz- 
away, the two were confined in a 
ground floor cell wing at the fOwer.

T. Tolbert inspected the wing and 
found nothing wrong. Two hours 
later the bars of their cells were found 
sawed off, bars had been sawed from 
a window leading to the jail yard. 
Aiken and Fair were gone. Gazaway 
remained in his cell. He later. said 
the escape was accomplished speedily 
and with little or no noise. 
_ For a week the pair were the ob- 
ject of an intense search all over 
the state.

Seriously wounded by razor slashes 
inflicted by one of a trio of negro 
bandits at midnight Wednesday, John 
Barnes, 34, a restaraurant employe, 
was in a critical condition at Grady 
hospital Thursday night.

CONGRESSMAN RUTHERFORD. 

The sudden death of Congressman 
Sam Rutherford, of the sixth Geor- 
gia district, removes one of the 
ablest members of the Georgia dele- 
gation in the national house of rep- 
reseniatives, 

Because of his quiet and unassum- 
ing nature much of his constructive 
work was not.generally known, but 
his untiring efforts gained for him 
recognition as one of the most dili- 
gent members of the house. 

He was especially interested in 
efforts seeking to benefit the farmer 
and the veteran. Much of this typé 
of legislation which has been en- 
acted during recent years is largely 
due to his earnest and efficient sup- 
port in committee and conference 
rooms. 

At the time of his death he was 
vigorously at work for the resolu- 
tion introduced by him in the early 
days of the present session, which 
would have put an end to the “lame 
duck” sessions of congress. The 
resolution had already been reported 
favorably by the house committee 
on election of president, vice presi- 
dent and members of congress, of 
which he was chairman, as a substi- 
tute for a similar resolution by Sena- 
tor Norris, which had already been 
passed by the senate. 

Prior to his election to congress 
in 1924, Mr. Rutherford had served 
as mayor of Forsyth, solicitor of 
the city court of that time and as 
a member of both the state house 
of representatives and senate. 

His entire public life was marked 
by close application to the duties 
of the various offices to which he 
was elected, and his death deprives 
the state of one of its most useful 
and constructive officeholders.

Most people must he convinced by 
this time the treaty of Versailles and 
its counterparts, is the greatest sin- 
zle obstacle to the transformation of 
the world.

JAPAN SENDS DIVISION 
OF ARMY TO SHANGHAI 
BY GLENN BABB. 

TOKYO, Feb. 4.—(#)—The Japa- 
nese. government today ordered a full 
division of the army to Shanghai to 
relieve the 5,000 bluejackets who have 
heen fighting it out with the Chinese 
for a week. 

This decision was in line with the 
government's rejection of the item of 
the peace proposals made by the 
United States, Great Britain and

: Wen-kan, Chinese foreign 
minister, was expected to issue a 
statement insisting that all China’s 
territorial administrative sovereign- 
ty must be safeguarded, whether at 
Shanghai or in Manchuria. 

Two assaults launched against 
Chapei by the Japanese yesterday 
were successfully withstood by the 
entrenched Chinese. Meanwhile the 
Japanese continued their bombard- 
ment of the Woosung forts at the 
mouth of the Whangpoo without 
succeeding in dislodging the Chinese 
garrison, 

Tokyo ordered a full army di- 
vision, numbering about 11,000 
men, and including infantry, caval- 
ry and artillery, to replace the 5,000 
bluejackets now in Shanghai. 

The Japanese government reject- 
ed two of the peace proposals ad- 
vanced by the United States and 
other powers and conditionally ac- 
cepted the three others. 

The opinion was expressed in au- 

thoritative Japanese quarters that 
before the diplomatic attempts to 
settle the Shanghai issues could bear 
fruit a solution already would have 
been achieved through other agen- 
cies. 
_ The state department in Wash- 
ington considered that the Japanese 
reply did not close the door to fur- 
ther suggestions from the powers in- 
terested in a pacific settlement. 

_Japan was willing te cease hes- 
tilities in Shanghai if proper as- 
surances were received that China 
would do likewise, to negotiate for 
the mutual withdrawal of the war- 
ring forces, and to agree to the 
establishment of a neutral zone in 
the Chapei battleground. 

But the Tokyo government re- 
jected the pr Is that prepara- 
tions for further hostilities cease 
and that neutral powers participate 
in mediation over existing contro- 
versies with China, particularly the 
Manchurian question.

Admiral Taylor, commander in chief 
of the Asiatic fleet, sent the navy 
department a message from Shanghai 
in which he said the removal of the 
Japanese bluejackets from the Ameri- 
can and British sectors of the Inter- 
national Settlement ‘‘eases the situa- 
tion greatly.” 

He advised the department that No- 
mura, who will take command of the 
Japanese fleet in the Woosung, is 
nearing Shanghai with three cruisers, 
one destroyer and an aircraft tender. 
It is expected he will inaugurate a 
more conciliatory policy and co-oper- 
ate with the representatives of other 
foreign powers in such a manner as to 
ease the strain on the International 
Settlement.

MILLER SHOWS 


MUCH STAMINA 
ON LONG JAUNT 


Coach Alexander Greatly: 
‘Pleased With Star’s 
Performance. 


By Ralph McGill. 


Ray Miller, Georgia Tech student, 
will given a chance to participate 
in one of the Olympic trials in the 
marathon event, greatest of all Olym- 
pic game events, because of his show- 
ing Thursday afternoon. 


Miller, who comes to Tech from 
Spokane, Wash., ran a measured 
course of 25.8-10 miles Thursday 
afternoon in 2 hours 55 minutes and 
50 seconds, finishing strong and in 
good condition. 

His performance was all the more 
remarkable because of the course. A 
large portion of it was up grade. The 
afternoon became steadily colder and 
the last eight miles were run in a 
cold, chilling wind. The course was’ 
not a straight-away run but one which 
had to be covered six times with the 
hazzard of traffic to be watched in 
addition to the business of running. 


FINISHES STRONG. 


Miller finished in perfect condition. 
He was not tired and was not breath- 
ing hard enough to be noticeable. 
His legs bothered him. only once, the 
left one cramping a bit for a half- 
oe he had passed the 20-mile 
mark, - 


Miller Was under the constant 
supervision of Coach W. A. Alexan- 
der and Mike Chambers, trainer. He 
was also examined by a physician be- 
fore his start. Miller has been run- 
ning for some years but this was his 
first try at the long distance of more 
than 25 miles. He ran 20 miles last 
Saturday as a warm-up for ‘the test 
of Thursday. 

After the first 12 miles he was fed 
Orange juice and dextrose sugar. 

“I am greatly pleased at Millér's 
showing,” said Coach Alexander. “I 
hope it will be possible-to have him 
sent to one of the eastern trials 
which will give him a chance at’ the 
Olympic games. He deserves it.” 

The amazing thing about Miller is 
that he was a sickly- youngster and 
started running to build up his health. 
He is now one of the best college 
distance men at 10.miles and more. 
» Mike Chambers has been his coach 
and trainer. 

TRAINED BY MIKE. — 
_ Mike Chambers, trainer, put Miller 
in good shape for the test. Miller's 
feet and socks were coated in grease, 
as was his body. 

Miller will train from now until 
June before going to one of the trials. 

Coach Alexander and Chambers 
both declared that several minutes 
could. be cut from the trials Thursday 
by a course where there was less 
traffic.

White 
said that council has no legal author- 
ity to reduce salaries of firemen or 
policemen under the charter, and that 
it would be folly to try to reduce the 
salaries when court action would. pre- 
vent such a step.

URGED BY HARRELSON | 


Advising parents of Atlanta school 
students to sign the recall petition 
against Mayor James L. Key, J. Ira 
Harrelson, president of the Atlanta 
board of education, said in a state- 
ment Thursday he had done the same 
thing. Harrelson based his action on 
adoption of the budget by council, 
which he contended would curtail edu- 
cational activities and force a 20 per 
cent cut on school employes. 


Texts of his statement follows: 


“After council approved the finance 
committee’s budget demanded by the 
mayor and the banks this afternoon, 
which forces a reduction of about 20 
er cent upon the school department, 
I cheerfully signed the recall petition 
being circulated against the mayor, 
and I advise all mothers and fathers 
who are interested in our public school 
system to' do likewise. 


“There are 325 employes of the 
board of education who now receive 
less than $100 per month, some of 
our teachers a ge er $50 per 
month, and when a per centum 
further reduction is imposed upon 
them there will be that number who 
will receive less than $80 per month. 

“Atlanta ranks as one of the six 
best public schools in the United 
States, and has maintained that 
standard of excellence at a cost of 
about $68 per pupil per year as 
against a national average of $112 
per pupil per year for cities having 4 
population in excess of 100,000. e 
roposed cut will place Atlanta about 

17 per pupil cost below any other 
city of its class in America, and will 
completely demoralize our school sys- 
tem. ~There are only two of such 
cities whose per pupil costs is lower 
than Atlanta even without the 20 
per cent proposed cut.
